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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-9, 11 -1 3, 1 5-1 9, drawn to detection of sharp and transient rise in 
the heartbeat, classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 10, 14, 20, drawn to calculation of peak to peak interval , classified 
in class 340, subclass 576. 

If group I is selected then the generic claims are: 1-3, 11, 15-17; and select one 
of: 

A. Claims 4-6, 12, 18, drawn to elapsed time measuring, classified in 
class 600, subclass 509. 

B. Claims 7-9, 13, 19, drawn to temporal variance calculating, 
classified in class 600, subclass 300. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it draws to a comparison between 
an amplitude over the average of the peak-to-peak interval and another amplitude over 
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the average value for estimating a fatigue level. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as heartbeat abnormal detection. 

Conclusion
